Call on Council’s Drive- 
through Rejection 
Premature! 

Dear Editor, 

This letter is to clarify some points made in your 
September 12 front page article on drive-throughs and 
to add some issues of concern: 

1. The drive-through ban is not resolved! Full de¬ 
bate at the Planning Commission meeting this Thurs¬ 
day, 9/19/96 at 7:30 p.m. in City Hall is needed. (Item 
#3 on the agenda.) 

2. The ordinance will take 3 steps (minimum). 

a. The above mentioned Planning Commission 
meeting with public input. 

b. A City Council meeting to deal with the 
Planning Commission’s proposal on Tuesday, Septem¬ 
ber 24 at 6:30 p.m. with public input. 

c. A second City Council meeting, approxi¬ 
mately 1 month later, to receive more input from the 
public and to discuss in the Council, for a final decision 
on the Ordinance. 

3. This ordinance can be reversed at a future time, 
at the pleasure of the then seated City Council. (A ref¬ 
erendum, with the community of Sierra Madre voting 
for the ban of drive-through restaurants, would require 
another referendum vote to reverse this. An initiative 
will be circulated in the coming weeks to enable those 
Sierra Madre voters who want such a ban to sign and 
“initiate” the referendum.) 

4. The proposed drive-through at Auburn and Sierra 
Madre Blvd. is NQI “EXEMPT.” This is up to the 
Planning Commission and the City Council on how they 
treat this application. This application is only an appli¬ 
cation and no approval has been given as of this date. 

5. The proposed drive-through requires a Condi¬ 
tional Use Permit, which does not specify what busi¬ 
ness uses are using the drive-through. If the initial com¬ 
pany fails, or pulls out, the drive-through is already 
approved with its Conditional Use Permit, and any fast 
food restaurant business could replace it. 

6. Loss of the $65,000.00 Gas Tax Rebate for traf¬ 
fic management would be a virtual certainty. The

Mills Act benefit 

Dear Editor, 

Isn’t it interesting that almost all of the people who 
have spoken publicly in favor of the Cultural Heritage 
Commission or a Historic Pre.servation Ordinance are re¬ 
ceiving the Mills Act benefit or have been approved for 
the benefit or have applied for the benefit? 

The Mills Act benefit is the reduction of property 
taxes by as much as 63%. The contracts are for a mini¬ 
mum of 10 years, with another year added at the end of 
each year, making this an “evergreen” contract. A re¬ 
port from the City Administration to the City Council 
on 2-13-96 states that there were nine approved contracts 
at that time and that the city “has over sixty designated 
historic properties, which are all eligible for the Mills 
Act.” 

If the 7-11-96 proposed Historic Preservation Ordi¬ 
nance is passed in its present form, all of the houses in 
thd historic districts (Jameson, Alvemo, South Baldwin, 
Ward and Sierra Madre School block) will also be eli¬ 
gible for the Mills Act. And, what about the properties 
on the mysterious “windshield” list? 

The City of Sierra Madre, L.A. County and the State 
of California all lose property tax revenue when these 
contracts are granted. Wouldn’t it be better for the City 
to keep more of the present taxes instead of asking for 
new ones? Mills Act contracts do not have to be granted 
to save old houses (Pasadena refused). If the City can¬ 
celled the Mills Act contracts today, the nine approved 
properties would still have their tax reductions for 10 
years. Or, should all the other eligible property owners 
hurry to City Hall and apply for this great tax reduction 
benefit? Should the rest of the taxpayers prepare to make 
up the difference?

In fact, while Sierra Madre 
City Staff reccommended to the Planning Commissitm 
to exempt Mr. Sullivan, the Planning Commission can 
either accept or reject that reccommendation, and the 
City Council can approve either way, or ask the Plan' 
ning Commission to rewrite the Ordinance. The Plan¬ 
ning Commission’s meeting is tonight, and whatever Or¬ 
dinance they draft will appear at next Tuesday’s City 
Council meeting. There was some concern expressed 
that the article written in^lied that the drive-thru ban was 
a ‘done deal’, which might discourage people from 
showing up and speaking out at the City Council meet¬ 
ing; if you have concerns over the issue, show up at the 
public meetings and state your piece. Sierra Madre News 
writer Dan Oakes stands behind the original thrust of the 
article, however, which is that the Planning Commission 
is drafting an ordinance to reflect the will of the major¬ 
ity of the City Council, and specifically to ban drive- 
thms. Said City Administrator Sean Joyce, “If someone 
on the Council had objections to this, it would have been 
raised at the time. Though Councilman Hester was not 
present at the last City Council meeting, there’s every 
reason to expect the ordinance to be passed.”

WINE NOSE 


Today, we discuss Cognac. I will look 
at a few producers of quality. As it has 
been for centuries and is to this day, most 
cognac is produced in small family stills 
and sold to the shippers for maturation. 
Cognac is twice distilled wine, tradition¬ 
ally made form the Ugni Blanc grape. It is 
then matured in Limousin or Allier oak barrels, for the 
minimum legal limit of three years before it is sold. The 
evaporation rate is about 10% a year, resulting in sur¬ 
rounding rooftops that are black with a fungus which 
thrives on the fumes. The air surrounding the distillation 
of cognac, is rich with a heady vanilla fragrance. To ex¬ 
perience this first hand, without going to France, we in 
California are lucky. We have a choice of going to the 
home of alambic brandy producer Germain-Robin (I 
discuss him later in this article) in Ukiah or Cameros 
Alambic Distillery in Napa. 

In France, a small family producer, Ferrand, is a 
highly respected maker of cognac. For the nearly 300 
years that Ferrand has been producing, the greater part 
of their production has been sold to a negoce (shipper), 
keeping only a small portion for the family. The latter 
part of this century an ambitious Pierre Ferrand decided 
to sell his own cognac under his own label. The quality 
of Ferrand's products stand out for many reasons. Their 
property is located in the heart of the Grande Champagne 
district of Cognac, or first growth region (called Cham¬ 
pagne, due to the chalky soils which are similar to those 
of Champagne). Ferrand is one of the only cognac houses 
which uses grapes entirely from this first growth region, 
in their blend. Ferrand uses the brouillis also called the

She lived on the largest 
natural lake in Arkansas 
and created paintings of 
the lake and sunsets. She 
has a natural artistic talent, 
having never taken art 
classes. She painted as a 
hobby for about 15 years. 

Jessie had 12 children 
and outlived eight of them. 
She has 22 grandchildren, 
56 great grandchildren and 
29 great-great grandchil¬ 
dren. She herself had 
seven siblings. Her 
brother, Kirby, is 95 and 
living in Missouri. 

“She tells me stuff 
about when she worked on 
the farm picking cotton,” 
said Jessie’s 12-year-old 
great-great granddaughter.

Two hundred friends, 
relatives and staff mem¬ 
bers of the nursing center 
joined in Jessie’s birthday 
celebration. Mayor Bar¬ 
bara Kuhn presented 
Jessie with a Certificate of 
Commendation from the 
city of Arcadia. 

“We wouldn’t have 
missed this occasion,” said 
Jessie’s grandson, Richard 
Hillyard, who lives in Mis¬ 
souri. “There’s a lot of 
love in our family and 
we’re here for Grandma.” 

The family barbecued 
all day for the staff at the 
nursing facility to thank 
them for the fantastic care 
they’ve given Jessie. 

“We can’t say enough 
about the people [at the 
nursing facility],” said 
Jessie’s granddaughter, 
Barbara Hodges, who lives 
in Sierra Madre.

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Munch a Bunch for Lunch 




Late one night in the year 1765, a group of friends 
gathered for dinner and a game of cards at the home of 
John Montagu, the fourth Earl of Sandwich. Dinner was 
served tight in the middle of the game, and not wanting 
to put down his cards, the Earl picked up a piece of bread, 
covered it with a few slices of roast beef, then put another 
piece of bread on top. The Earl could eat his dinner with 
one hand and still hold his cards with the other. The 
sandwich was born. 

In 1902, an American company made a little 
square metal box, designed to keep children's 
sandwiches fresh at school. One year later, a German 
company invented a metal covered bottle that would 
keep hot liquids hot and cold liquids cold. A local 
newspaper held a contest asking readers to name this 
newest invention, and a man from Munich came up with 
the w inning name, thermos, taken from the Greek work 
therme, meaning heat. 

The thermos was introduced to America in 
1906, and together with the little metal box, the lunchpail 
became part of ever kid's back-to-school wish list. 

Over the next twenty-five years, metal 
technology advanced, and elaborate, painted designed 
were added to the pressed tin and metal thermos 
containers. 

Just like the lunchpails of today, boxes used by 
kids during the 1930's through the 1970's were decorated 
with pictures of characters from hit television series, 
movies, cartoons, and tows. Popular lunchpails from 
years ago featured characters still popular today: 
Batman, Superman, Barbie and Skipper, GI Joe, The 
Brady Bunch, The Flintstones, Bugs Bunny and Mickey 
Mouse. 

In the mid 1970's, lunchpail manufacturers 
decided it was safer andcheaper to make plastic single

color boxes decorated with a large decal on front. 

The last metal lunchpail was made in 1987 and 
featured Sylvester Stallone as "Rambo", a popular action 
movie hero of the time. 

Old metal lunchpails are now collectible 
antiques and can still be found at garage sales and swap 
meets. People who collect these old metal lunchboxes 


are called paileontoiogists, (pale-ee-on-TON-o-jists), 
adapted from the word paleontology, which means the 
study of ancient life. 

So next time you sit down to eat your peanut 
butter and jelly, remember John Montagu, and say 
"thank you" to the Earl of Sandwich and the creative 
inventors of that little square lunch kit.

Z******^ from France hooked two iron wheels to a wooden beam. The ® 

rider nnoved the machine by straddling the beam and **walking** forward. In 1816, Baron Von «||m ^ 
Drais from Germany added a padded saddle seat and a handlebar to the wooden frame, ^ 

making it easier to steer. The invention continued to be perfected when in 1839, KirkpatricI 
Macmillan from Scotland added a foot propelled crank to the back wheel which the rider 
would pump up and down to make the vehicle move. In 1861, Pierro Michaux, from France, created pedals 
to replace the foot pump. This updated riding machine was called the **boneshaker** because of the rough 
and bumpy ride it produced. Ei^land added solid rubber tires and called the vehicle a "bicycle** in 1869. 
Ameri^ joined in the bicycle game in 1878 when Colonel Albert Pope began manufacturing bicycles in the 
United States and developing safety features still on bikes today, like hand brakes and adjustable 
handlebars. In 1880, James Starley, a British inventor made a bicycle with a chain driven pedal, and finally 
in 1887, the American company Dunlop invented the inflatable tire. Treat you bicycle with respect. It took a lot 
of creative minds from all over the world to invent such a fui method of travel.

1^ All seeds need certain conditions before they can sprout and grow into a new 
plant. If treated correctly, a seed will grow and look like their “parent plant”, that’s 
the original plant they sprouted and came from. □ Some seeds are very patient and 
can wait a very long time before sprouting. Not long ago, a seed was discovered frozen 
inside a mountain glacier and botanists (bah-tun-ists), people who study plants, 
figured it to be 10,000 years old. The botanists planted the seed In warm soil, gave it 
water and plenty of light, and before long, it grew into a beautiful flower. □ Some 
seeds arc actually food — and we’re not talking Just bird seed either. Whenever you 
eat popcorn, nuts, beans, and peas, you are actually eating seeds. □ Seeds have 
some very interesting ways of moving, or transplanting, themselves to new locations. 
Some seeds will hitchhike to a new home by sticking to the fur of animals or to your 
clothing. Have you ever found seeds stuck to your clothes after a hike in the woods? 
Or have you ever found seeds stuck to your dog’s hair or cat’s fur? O Other seeds 
use the wind and fly to new homes. Dandelions are famous for their flying as their 
seeds are carried away by the wind like tiny parachutes.

You will need: 

■ Two beans, any kind, just make sure they ARE 
NOT cooked. 

- Some soil. 

• Two small containers, paper or Styrofoam cups 
will do. One cup must have a small hole poked in 
the bottom of it. Ask an adult to help make the hole 
in the cup. 

1. Put some soil in the sup with the hole. Drop the 
other bean on top and cover with a little more soil. 
Water it lightly. Remember, this cup has a hole in 
the bottom of it and chances are some water will 
drain out the bottom, so hold it over a sink when 
ytatering. 

Place both cups, side by side, in a well lit win¬ 
dow. Look at them bother every day and be certain 
to keep the soil in the cup with the bean in it moist. 
After several days you will notice something hap¬ 
pening in one of the cups. The bean in the soil has 
prouted and is starting to grow. What is happening 
to the other bean? Nothing. It’s still just a plain bean. 
Why? What does a seed need to sprout and grow? 
O. After a few days, take both beans and plant 
them somewhere outside where you can take care 
of them and watch them grow. Be sure to plant them 
in a sunny place, give them water everyday, and try 
to keep their growing area free from other plants. 
Some beans like to grow up fences or climb poles, 
so you might want to give them a tall stick to cling 
to. Soon they will both grow into bigger plants mak¬ 
ing even more bean for you to eat and enjoy.

The correct way to meet or introduce an adult is to say, 
"Good Morning, Mrs. Hill" or "Joey, I’d like you to meet my 
neighbor, Mrs. Hill. Mrs. Hill, this is my friend, Joey. 

As you and your brother grow older and become better 
acquainted with Mrs. Hill, she may suggest you call her 
Margaret instead of Mrs. Hill. This is a pleasant compliment, 
because it shows she is comfortable around you and your 
brother and she feels you are a special friend. 

If an adult should do this, tell them "thank you" and in the 
future you may refer to them by their first name. However, 
you should still introduce friends to your neighbor as "Mrs.

Doug’s Lunch 
SUmd - 

The refreshment stand 
at the foot of Mt. Wilson 
Trail was called “Doug’s 
Lunch Stand” in the early 
19(X)’s and was located on 
the west side of the trail. 
Walter Douglas operated 
the check stand and re¬ 
freshment stand for many 
years and welcomed hik¬ 
ers and pack trains travel¬ 
ing the Old Mt. Wilson 
Trail. In 1913 the building 
was moved to the east side 
of the Trail. In 1925 Lizzie 
Stoppel purchased the trail 
side refreshment business 
on her birthday and from 
on it was known as 
“Lizzie’s” Trail Inn. 

Early Orchard Camp 
History - 

By reading “the Annals 
of Sierra Madre” we dis¬ 
cover the first buildings 
along the Mount Wilson 
Trail were built by Don 
Benito Wilson during the 
construction of the tail in 
1864. These consisted of 
a 3 room cabin, a stable, a 
blacksmith shop and a 
small building later used as 
a chicken house. All built 
of timbers and long split 
shakes. This site was lo¬ 
cated exactly 1/2 distance 
tot he top at an elevation 
3,200 feet and was known 
as the “Half-way House”. 

The property was later 
homesteaded by George 
Islip and George Aiken, 
who panted the orchard of 
apples, plumbs, and chest¬ 
nuts to sell to the travelers 
on the trail. By 1880, Islip 
has abandoned the prop¬ 
erty and it reverted tot he 
Government. The prop¬ 
erty was again home- , 
steaded this time by Capt.

pressed interest in the idea, 
and six months later, they 
had a diverse group of 
songs with one thing in 
common; they were in¬ 
spired by the love poetry 
of Neruda and fellow Chil¬ 
ean poet Gabriela Mistral. 

The composers were 
Medina, his wife Jo Duell, 
Ralph Kessler, Mark 
Ruttle, and James 
Marentic. A few pieces by 
Argentinian composer 
Carlos Guastavino were 
included, because they 
were appropriate, and be¬ 
cause Medina, who origi¬ 
nally hails from Tijuana, 
Mexico, wants to increase 
public awareness of the 
classical music that comes 
out of Latin America. Says 
Medina, “Guastavino is a 
very fine, unknown 
songwriter. I wanted to be 
sure he was included; 
Latin music is not all 
Mariachis and Tangos. 
Some of the world’s finest 
classical composers are 
Latin, but their work is un¬ 
heralded.” 

Most of the songs are 
strictly vocals and piano, 
but two of the pieces, in¬ 
cluding Medina’s, are 
quartets. Each composer 
selected his own poem. 
Medina’s selection came 
about simply because he’s 
enjoyed Neruda’s work for 
a long time, and particu¬ 
larly liked “Me Gustas 
Cuando Callas”. Medina 
says it’s not at all difficult 
to write a piece to express 
the emotional views pre¬ 
sented by another person: 
“It’s actually helpful to 
have something that 
guides you. If you’re writ- 


Fred Stapled an old “forty 
niner” who lived there for 
some time, then sold the 
property to A.G. Strain 
who leased it to various 
managers for recreational 
use. 

Arthur Carter (son of 
the founder of Sierra 
Madre) remembers in 
1880 on his first trip up the 
trail there were still piles of 
unused shakes and fence 
posts about the site and 
hanging up i the shop was 
a long pit saw used for rip¬ 
ping timber for building 
purposes. 

About 1890 James 
McNally was the first to 
make use of the “Half-way 
House” as a resort. He was 
followed by James Beard, 
Foster Huston and several 
others. It was known then 
as Orchard Camp. 

Dance to the 
Grafanola 

From 1890’s to about 
1930’s Orchard Camp was 
a favorite destination for 
weekend hikers. You 
could hike to Orchard 
Camp or rent a burro o 
mule in Sierra Madre for 
$ 1.00 (or $ 1.50 for a round 
trip). You could hike to 
other camps, play croquet 
or quoits or dance in the 
pavilion on Saturday night 
to the Grafanola. In 1915 
Lodging was offered for 
$1.00 a night. 

Orchard Camp De¬ 
stroyed 

The Orchard Camp pa¬ 
vilion which was located 
near the stream sustained 
severe damage by the 
flood in 1938. As a resort 
Orchard camp came to an 
end in 1940, when the City 
of Sierra Madre purchased 
760 acres in the Little 
Santa. AnitaJCanyon and 1/ 
2 of Orchard Camp, for the 


purpose of securing the 
canyons water resources. 
Herbert and Harriet Mar¬ 
tin, the last managers 
abandoned Orchard Camp 
in 1940. This was the war 
years for a time the re¬ 
maining buildings lay 
empty. 

In 1945 the City of Si¬ 
erra Madre and the U.S. 
Forest service removed the 
remaining buildings as 
they were considered a fire 
hazard and a threat to the 
watershed supplying water 
to Sierra Madre. 

In 1976 the Search and 
Rescue Team again 
cleaned the area for fire 
prevention and brought a 
few remaining items to the 
Sierra Madre Historical 


Society which included a 
small iron cook stove 
which is displayed in the 
Lizzie’s Trail Inn Mu¬ 
seum. 

Trail race each year to 
Orchard Camp 

In a 1915 brochure 
about Orchard Camp it 
states that an annual Mt. 
Wilson Trail climb is 
staged the 3rd Saturday in 
March from the foot of the 
trail to Orchard Camp. 
The Sierra Madre Mount 
Wilson Trail Race is now 
held on the Saturday be¬ 
fore Memorial Day and the 
foot race goes form 
Kersting Court to the Or¬ 
chard Camp and back. 
Orchard Camp at 3,200 
feet elevation is the turn 


around point for this clas¬ 
sic mountain trail race.

On Saturday, October

hike on the Old Mt. Wil¬ 
son Trail to the historic 
Orchard Camp site. This 
event starts at 8 a.m. and 
all are welcome.
